CHICAGO BOODLEERS 


The Grand-Jury Investigating the Trane- 


actions of Aldermen. 


CHICAGO, Ill., March 18.—At last the ru- 
mors.of boodle in connection with the grant- 


ing of valuable franchises to corporations py 
the city legislature seem to be taking definite 
shape. The acts of certain Aldermen, whose 
names have not yet been made public, it is 


Said are to-day saidto bethe subject of in- 
vestigation by the Grand-jury. 

The following statement is officially issue4 
ne gentlemen who are behind the prose 
cution. 


The investigation begun by the Grand jury con- 
templates a certain scrutiny of the methogs em- 
a by the Council in regard to the passage of the 

conomic Gas, the Northern Pacific and the Com- 
pressed Air ordinances, as well as a few of minor 
importance. The evidence which will be presented 
by the € rand-jurv is not limited to the confessions 
or disclosures of one man, but covers a wide 
range, buth of facts and individuals. The 
plan to catch the Council and discover what 
Alderman was engaged in bribing measures 
through the Councll was devised and put into exe- 
cution before the appearance of the Economic Gas 
ordinance last year. The proof we have acquired re- 
jates largely to various boodle ordinances and en- 
tangles four or five Aide men in what it will be very 
easy to show was aconspiracy. The money used in 
at least three cases of the bribery will be put in 
evidence. The Northern Pacific ordinamce was 
passed by almost precisely the same means 
and methods a in the Economic Gas. 
The compress eir ordinance has not 
yielded as mych money to the boodiers as 
was expected w them. Settlements were being 
made yesterday and the day before. Money was 
shown in the Council by at least two aldermen, who 
gave it to be unders that it was what they had 
received for voting for the compressed air ordinance 


and that it was notas much as was promised them.” 


We will have no difficulty in indicting and convict- 
ing several well-known aldermen. It is not our 
desire to convict only the Aldermen, however. We 
desire also to punish those guilty of bribing members 
of the Council, and we will not stop this investiga- 
tion until they are brought to justice, no matter 
whose doors the criminating evidence leads to. 

The Economic Gas ordinance referred to 
was originally passed bya vote of 49 to 13.

SYMPATHETIC REFERENCE MADE TO 
THE LATE IRISH LEADER. 


Home Secretary Matthews Criticised— 
Eritish Topics—Anniversary of the 
French Commune—Paris to Be Well 
Represented at the World’s Fair— 
General Foreign News—Briets. 


Loxrpox, March 18.—Mr. Justin McCarthy 
presided ata banquet this evening in this 
city, in celebration of St. Patrick’s day. In 
responding to the toast ‘‘Ireland a Nation,’’ 
Mr. McCarthy made a sympathetic reference 
to the late Charles Stewart Parnell. In the 
course Of hig remarks Mr. McCarthy pre- 
dicted that the friends of Ireland in the 
English Democracy would soon enabie the 
Nationalists to attain the objects for which 
they had so long and so earnestly and so per- 
severingly struggled—the recognition of 
Irish nationality. 

The Parnellite members of the House of 
Commons hada separate celebration of the 
great mational holiday. They also observed 
the feast of their patron saint with a ban- 
guet, at which Mr. John E. Redmond, the 
Parnellite leader,presided. A list of patriotic 
toasts had been prepared for the occasion 
and appropriate responses were made to 
them which were received in a most en- 
thusiastic manner. The toast to the memory 
of Mr. Farnell was drunk in deep silence, all 
the guests arising from their seats when the 
naine of the loyed leader was pronounced. 

MATHEWS CRITICISED. 

The Chronicle, commenting on the execution 
of the poachers, says: ‘*‘The callous folly of 
Home Secretary Mathhews has lost the 
Government thirty seats in the rural dis- 
tricts. He bas shocked the conscience and 
affronted the-yeason of a vast majority of 
his countrygien.’’

FRANCE AND MOROCCO. 


THE TWO COUNTRIES INDULGE IN WAR-LIKE

SHOUTING FOR ANARCHY. 


ANOTHER CONFLICT BETWEEN BERLIN POLICE 
AND PEOPLE. 


BERLIN, March 18.—Thisistbe anniversary 
of the revolution of 1848, and in view of the 
recent disturbances, the authorities are tak- 
ing unusual precautions against disorder. 
The Socialists gathered in thousands and 
went in procession to Friedrichshain to dec- 
orate the burial places of the victims who 
were massacred by the military on the mem- 
orable day in 1848, when the King and Queen 
of Prussia stood with uncovered heads before 
the dead. No disorder attended the proces- 
and the graves were quietly decorated.. On 
the way back some people in the crowd 
shouted: “‘Longlive Amarchy! Down with 
Government!’’ : 

The police who were watching the proces- 
sion in considerable force at once madea 
rush for the sbouters, whowere mostly young 
men. ‘The police seized as many as they 
could lay hands on and proceeded to drag 
them away. The crowd became indignant 
and some of the young men appealed to their 
friends to reseue them. The peopie hustled 
the police and tried to compei them to re- 
lease the captives. The police made a call 
for aid and a large force which had been in 
reserve hurried to the seene. 

Drawing their swords the police madea 
charge upon the crowd, slashing right and 
left, but not striking to kill. The populace 
were obstinate, bnt did not use weapons in 
resistance. The biows,from the police soon 
scattered the mob, a number of whom were 
severely hurt. The poliee teok twelve prison- 
ers, who were lodged im the cells for trial on 
a charge of rioting aud sedition.

TAMMANY’S THREAT. 


Two Democratic Tickets May Be Placed 
in the Field, 


A PLAINLY MARKED POLICY OF RULE 
OR RUIN. 


Southern Men to Be Forced to Abandon 
Free Silver—A Bombshell Primed for 
Explosion in Congress—Reed’s Politi- 
cal Beatitudes—Mr. Cleveland Inter- 
viewed on His Recent Letter. 


New York, March 18.~A\. Washington cor- 
respondent thig morning sends his papera 
story in which he raises the question as to 
whether there may not be two Democratic 
candidates thisyear, The writer thinks and 
saysitis not uplikely in the differences on 
silver and tariff.

The gentiemen who favor this policy,

sinews of war are terribly in earnest regard- 
ing this matter. During the interim between 
now and the meeting of the National Con- 
vention at Chicago the proposition will be 
quietly discussed among them and letters 
and circulars will be sentout to the sound 
money Democrats, particularily in New 
Engiand and the Middle and Western States, 
inviting their co-operation with this move- 
mentin the event that by the action of the 
Chicago Convention it shail become 
necessary. 

So far very little has been said to indicate 
the intensity of feeling beneath the surface. 
Some of the New York Democrats are partic- 
ularly angry at what they calithe pig-head- 
edness oftheir Southern and Western col- 
leagues. The feeling of resentment among 
the Tammany representatives is very 
strong.

Pittsburg Startled by a Bloody Tragedy 
The Climax of Brooding Care—A Tem 
nesses County Terrorizea by White 
Cape—Stabbed to Death in a Brawl— 
Criminal News. 


a WARRENTON, Va., March 18.—Lee Hefflin and 


Joseph Dye, who last fall murdered the 
Kines family were, this morning at 2 o’ clock, 
lynched near Gainesville, Prince William 
County. The men were to have been hanged 
to-day, but a stay of proceedings haa been 
secured. The Warrenton authorities, fear- 
ing violence, last night took the men from 
jail, placed them ina vehicle and started 
them for this city. A party of sixty men was 
hastily formed, who overtook the vehicle 
near Gainesville, overpowered the guard, 
hanged the murderers toatree and riddled 
their bodies with bullets. 

The crime for which the two men met 
Geath was committed on the 9th of last 
November and was a peculiarly atrocious 
deed. They killed a widow named Kines and 
her three children and burned the house to 
conceal the crime. Mrs, Kines lived about 
five miles+from Warrenton, and on the 
morning of the 10th of November, her house 
was seen to be on fire, and when neighbors 
arrived at the scene they found the body of 
the oldest child with several horribie wounds 
on the face. The bodies were not recovered 
untilafter the fre. They ail bore evidences 
of baving been brutally murdered. He™Mia, 
who wasa stranger in the neighborhood, 
was arrested on suspicion. He made several 
confessions, at one time implicating Joseph 
Dye, and again declaring that he alone had 
committed the crime and then burned the 
house to cover the murder. The public are 
satisfied that both men were equaily guilty. 
Other members of the Dye family are sus- 
pected of guilty knowledge of the crime.

SHOP LICENSE INVESTIGATION. 


Mrs. F. H. Ingalls and Two Other Wit 
nesses Appear Before the Grand-Jury 
and Testify—Twenty-Five Witnesses 
Summoned for To-Morrow—Probability 
ofan Unexpected Close, a Report and 
the Discharge of the Jury.

STILL IN A WRANGLE 


University Relocation Calls Forth Fiery 
Speeches. 


GOV, FRANCIS CHARGED WITH UNWAB- 
RANTED INTERFERENCE. 


Tie Vote in the House on Senator Stone’s 
Resolution—Active Lobby Work—What 
Filley Olaims—The Republican Har- 
mony Conference Behind Closed Doors 
—State Capital News. 


JEFFERSON City, Mo., March 18.—As soon as 
the House met this morning the University 
wrangle was resumed. A copy of the Stone 
resolution, adoptedinthe Senate yesterday, 
declaring unequivocally in favor’of Colum- 
bia, was introduced by Representative Lee of 
Carter County. The removalists promptly 
moved totable the resolution. A vote was 
taken, which resulted in a tie, the roll-call 
showing 63 noes, 63 ayes, The discussion of 
the resolution wasthenopened. . 
Representative Julian of Kansas City, an 
uncompromising advocate of relocation, 
made a flery speech, in which he criticised 
Gov. Francis. He said that the executive 
head of the State was taking an entirely too 
conspicuous part in the affairs of the Legisla- 
ture. He. charged aiso that the Governor 
was trying tb bosa:thessembly in the inter- 
est of Columbia. This, he concluded, was an 
unwarranted interference with the indepen- 
dent spirit of the Legislative branch of the 
State government. 

Representative Farris of Ray said the con- 
duct of the removalists was a disgrace to the 
Legislature. He charged that when the vote 
was taken on the relocation question on Tues- 
day last the lobbyists were permitte’ to in- 
vade the floor ofthe House, to influence the 
members to vote against Columbia. 

The House took a recess until 20’clock be- 
fore a vote was taken on the resolution. 

The Senate this afternoon ordered to en- 
grossment the substitute University bill of- 
fered by Stone of St. Louis. This bill provides 
for the re-erection of the University buildings 
in Columbia and appropriates the $147,000 in- 
surance money, the $40,000 surplus in the 
State insurance fund and the $50,000 bonus 
offered by tbhe city of Columbia. 
Theentire amount is named asthe univer- 
sity fund, to be used in replacing the de- 
stroyed building. The total amount, $287,000 
will goa long way toward rebuilding, and 
the next assembly will very likely be asked 
to make a turther appropriation in the event 
of the passage of this measure. 


REPUBLICAN CONFERENCE. 

The Republican Conference, as it was 
called, was held last night behind closed 
doors inthe Senate Chamber, Senator Mc- 
Ginnis presided and Filley made the longest 
speech. Hetalked harmony and refrained 
from saying anything about the Harrison 
backers. He was expected to submit some 
sort ofascheme andthe country members 
were on the lookout for it, knowing as they 
did that ‘*de ole man’’ had been conferring 
all afternoon;with his assistants, Senator 
McGinnis, Secretary Jim Beach of St. Joseph, 
Representative Tom Martin and Col, Hough- 
awout of the Southwest. 

Chairman A. J. Davis of the Silk Stocking 
Committee in St. Louls was also doing some 
consulting. He came tp from the city to 
look on, and he was one of the first to arrive 
atthe caucus. He was watching Filley to 
antagonize any scheme he might offer 
against the Harrison interests. Col, Bittin- 
ger of St. Joseph, who fought Filley hard in 
the Sedalia convention, was also on deck, 
The meeting in the evening was rather tame, 
as Filley did not stay intoscore the Silks as 
some expected. He said nothing startling, 
and the Harrison supporters saw no occasion 
to fight him. 

When suggestions were called for ,Filley 
explained what he thought was the b plan 
of making the nominations. He said ap- 
preciated the fact that there would be ex- 
pense and loss of time to the country dele- 
gates iftwo many conventions were called. 
He thought it would be a good scheme to hold 
a two-days’ convention, devote the first day 
to the election of delegates to thé National 
Convention, and the second to the nomina- 
tion of a State ticket. 

This arrangement wouldgive Filley a chance 
to make deals and trades that might enable 
him to capturethe delegation to the Conven- 
tion. He is hard after that delegation and he 
expects to get it. Hesaid nothing about his 
object in offering such a suggestion. 
Several of the Country Republicans 
said it would -not be exactly proper 
to let the same convention nominate a State 
ticket and the delegates tothe National Con- 
vention. It wasonly a suggestion, and no 
action wastaken. AS Filley runs the State 
Committee as well as nearly everything else 
in Missourl Republicanism he can have the 
convention held this way if he wants it. 

W HAT FILLEY CLAIMS, 

Just before the conference opened he was 
asked by a Post-DISPATCH representative 
what he thought of the new Congressional 
districts. ie replied: ‘‘We will 
carry four of them I am _ée£ =~sure 
and we may do even better. The district 
now represented by John J, O’Nelll is notin 
sucha bad shape for us. I believe we will 
carry it by a good vote. ‘‘He had nothing to 
say on the score of the proposed fusion with 
the third party, but many here belleve that 
he will try to engineer the same sort of an 
arrangement that was made with Nic Ford 
and the Greenbackers and Union Labor sup- 
porters In 1884, 

Filley continues tobe facetious. In reply 
tothe inquiries sent to him yesterday he 
said: ‘‘Iam here pursuing the inquiry re- 
garding the peculiarities of the chinch bug.

Filley is expected to call the State Commit- 
tee together within the next two weeks. A 
call will then be issued for the State Conven- 
tion to select delegates to the National Con- 
vention.

The fact has pFott that Eph. B. Ewing 
of this city has definitely decided to make the 
race for national committeeman against Col. 
Griff Prather. Itis understood now that he 
has fixed upa strong combination which will 
manage things in the Chicago Convention. 
Ewing, despite his falling out with the Fran- 
cis wing of the party, is still strong with the 
leaders, and his prospects are regarded as 
very good. He will of course have the Cock- 
rell influence, which is a power in the 
State, the Senator being bis bhrothber- 
in-law. .The idea is to combine the 
central and western part of the State in his 
behalfand thus knock out Prather for re- 
election. One of the arguments used against 
Pratheristhathe has had it long enough,

REAL ESTATE NEWS. 


Competition for the Location of the New 
Hotel—Agents’ Reports. 

The selection ot a site for the $1,000,000 hotel 
has not been officially announced yet, All 
kinds of statements in favorand against the 
respective sites proposed have been pub- 
lished, the purpose of the _ parties 
from owhom_ such _ information has 


been printed being very apparent to inter- 
ested property owners and the intelligent 
newspaper reading public generally, the 
basis for all the talk and gossip 
being the subscription of the bonus. 
Naturally there is competition between rep- 
resentative property owners of the different 
sites proposed to get the benefit that such a 
hotel would assure to the locality where it 
will be erected. There is no. tell- 
ing how much bonus money might be sub- 
scribed to the enterprise by the judicious 
management of the competition that has 
been entered into between advocates of 
the rival sites, Although no _  officia 
information has been credited tothe com- 
pany with reference to subscriptions, it has 
been stated, that dlisorts of amounts, rang- 
ing from $10,000 to $200,000, or more, 
have been subscribed in behalf of 
one location or the other. While gossip 
about these subscriptions bas been pub- 
lished freely inall the newspapers there is 
not a reporter connected with any of them 
who has seen and inspected either one of the 
authorized subscription Msts. These sub- 
scription lists tell their own story, but they 
are withheld from the public, All statements 
concerning them come from ipterested par- 
les.

NEWS OF THE CHURCHES 


Itinerary of the Missouri Delegation to 
the Y. P. S&S COC. E. Conyention—Notes. 


State President McClain of the Missouri 
Christian Endeavor Union will send out to- 
morrow a letter to all the Christian Endeavor 
societies, setting forth the full particulars of 
the trip of the Missouri delegation to the 
National Y. P. 8. C. E. Convention. It Is 
proposed to have the Missouri delegates go 
asa State delegation rather than as repre- 
sentatives from various cities of the State. 

The convention promises to be the largest 
gathering of people for religious purposes 
ever assembled. It will be held in Madison 
Square Garden from July 7 to ll, and though 
the building has a seating capacity of 30,000 
it will hardly be large enough to 
seat the delegates that will assemble 
from all parts of the world. Missouri 
stood second in point of numbers at the Mil- 
waukee convention, but next summer she 
intends to stand first. A committee on trans- 
portation was made up of representatives of 
the principal cities of the State. Mr. McClain 
announced in his letter what they have de- 
cided upon as the official route of the 
Missouri delegation: 

**Leaving St. Louls Tuesday evening, July 
5, over the Wabash Railway, they will reach 
Toledo the next morning in time for break- 
fast, thence by the Michigan Central through 
Detroit to Niagara Falls for3o’clock dinner. 
The entire party will remain at Niagara Falls 
until 8 o’elock in the evening when they will 
take a train over the West Shore Raltllroad to 
Newburgh on the Hudson River where they 
will take breakfast, after which they will 
embark on a magnificent double decked 
steamer especially chartered for the party, 
and have five hours’ trip down 
the river reaching New York City 
atio’clock. On their arrival they will take 
carriages to the hotel. The train on which 
they reach Newburgh will go ondown to 
New York City, and their baggage will have 
been deilvered to the hotel when they arrive. 

The hotels selected for the Missouri bead- 
quarters are: the Sturtevant House, between 
Twenty-eighth and Twenty-ninth streets on 
Broadway, and the Colman. House, Detween 
Twenty-seventh and Twenty-eighth streets 
on Broadway. These hotels are within four 
blocks of Madison Square Garden, where the 
convention will be held.

The census bulletins show the number of 
manufacturing establishments in St. Louis 
increased from 2,924 in 1880 to 6,148 in 1890; 
the number of hands employed in them ip- 
creased from 41,825 in 1880 to 93,610 in 1890; 
the wages paid per annum increased from 
$17,743,532 in 1880 to $53,165,342 in 1890; the 
value of goods manufactured increased 
from $114,338,375 in 1880 to §228,714,317 in 
1890. 

No other city has shown so remarkable 
an increase of wealth-earning plant and 
population in ten years, accompanied by 
no wild speculation in real estate and 
building operations. Here are 50,000 new 
wage earners added to the population in 
ten years—more than enough to ac- 
count for the large increase of new 
homes visible on nearly every resi- 
dence block and over many a square 
mile of new residence districts. Many of 
these wage-earners who have families and 
need hoghes and will have them a iew years 
hence, have not been here long enough to 
buy and build. But the effect of such an 
addition to the bread-winning, home- 
earning capacity of acity will be manifest 
in continued city improvements for years 
tocome, and a similar addition in the 
next ten years will probably far more than 
double the improvements of the last ten. 

No man can study the past growth and 
the unimproved resources of the country 
tributary to St. Louis without a profound 
conviction that this city has reacheda 
stage of growth surpassing any former de- 
cade of her history in solidity and mo- 
mentum. The census bulletin shows the 
earning capacity, the mighty and growing 
industrial basis which supplies both the 


solidity and momentum. 


THE UNIVERSITY CONTEST. 


By a vote of 18 to 12 the State Senate has 
adopted a resolution that the main build- 


ing of the University should be rebuilt as 


soon as possible at Columbia. 

This opposition of a majority of all the 
members of the Senate to removal, is not 
based upon the spurious plea that Colum- 
bia has a vested right to the University, 
but upon urgent considerations of public 
policy—upon a fair estimate of the disad- 


vantages and compensations a ae 
f- 


the various competing propositiong ag 
fecting the welfare of the University—and 
it is decisive. . 
The House vote of 69 in favor of removal 
was plainly the result of a coalition of. the 
friends of all the competing towns in a 
protest against the ‘‘vested right’’ claim 
and in an efiort to warn Columbia that she 
must show herself more appreciative and 
more worthy of the prize in the future if 
she wishes to retain it. Yet that vote was 
not sufficient to remove the University to 
Sedalia under the present State constitu- 
tion, and it must now be apparent to every 
one of the 69 that removal is indefinitely 
if not hopelessly postponed. A larger 
bonus than any town has thought of offer- 
ing, and such inducement as will bring a 
majority of the voters of the State to the 
polls in favor of the proposition may, at 
some future time, years hence, change the 
site. But nothing less willdoit. Thisis 
one of those cases in which the possessor 
has a tremendous advantage over any one 
eontestant, and can make a long fight.

SEVENTEEN HUNDRED EMPLOYES PANIC 
STRICKEN. BUT ALL ESCAPE. 


The Fire Starts on the Top Filoor—The 
Building’s Complete Destruction Pre- 
vented by the Fire Department’s Ex- 
cellent Work—Five Girls Faint From 
Excitement—A Number of Employes 
Have Narrow Escapes— The Insurance. 


At 8:35 o’ clock this morning fire was discov- 
ered in the sixth floor ofthe Liggett & Myers 
Tobacco Factory, fronting on Thirteenth 
street between Locust and St. Charies, and 
separated by only the narrow width of Thir- 
teenth street fromthe Exposition Building. 
There are 1,700 people employed in the Lig- 
gett & Myers factory, and the fire, which 
Spread rapidly, was made _  intense- 
ly exciting in nature owing to fits 
unusval menace to human life added to the 
inevitable ent tidt’ot ¥dluable stock and 
property. ‘firet' hatin’ turned in from 
the box in the factory building was quickly 
followed by a second and third, and then ten 
minutes later by the general alarm, which 
brought out the entire department. By 
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Rushing From the Building. 
the time the engines were well 
at work tremendous crowds of 
people had gathered on Olive, Locust, 
St. Charles, Twelfth and Thirteenth streets 
ana Washington avenue, the flames had 
spread upward to the Seventh and down- 
ward to the Fifth floor, and bursting in great 
volumes from the windows and roof, sent 
threatening clouds of sparks eastward over 
the city, and every sign of a disastrous con- 
flagration was present. The hurried escape 
of the 1,700 factory employes from. the 
Seven floors of the building gave 
rise to many thrilling incidents, and 
while there was fortunately no 
loss of life, the great dangerand excitement 
accompanying the fire made it the most 
thrilling witnessed in St. Louis for years. 
Large special details of police were hurried 
to the scene from the Centraland Third Dis- 
tricts, Assistamt and Acting Chief Reedy, and 
Capts. Young and Joyce personally taking 
charge of the police work at the fire. The 
danger of the Exposition Building being 
reached by the flames from the Liggett & Myers 
factory lent additional importance to the fire, 
and Directors Kingsland and Chas. H. Turner 
of the Exposition Board were among the first 
to respond to the alarm, coming from a point 
so near that greatedifice. Luckily, however, 
a strong wind was biowing from the west, 
which kept the flames from crossing the nar- 
row street, between the Exposition Bullding 
and the Liggett & Myers factory. Every 
precaution was also taken to prevent the fire 
reaching westward to that point. 
HOW IT STARTED. 

The fire originated in the dipping and 
drying department of the tobacco factory, 
in the sixth floor on the northwest corner.

on that side. From the seventh and sixth 
fioors, fronting on Thirteenth street, several 
more employes made their way down the 
iron fire-escape before the fact was satis- 
factorily settled escape by the 
stairways and 

After that‘the figh 
of oe es from these upper floors was com- 
paratively orderly, But, as is necessary in 
the factory work, nearly all of the men at 
work were stripped to their undershirts and 
trousers and but few of them took time to 
put on the clothing taken off when they be- 
gan their day’s labor.. They took refuge In 
the Exposition building a other adjacent 
places, but soon scattered in thelr undress 
attire for their homes. 

The department, under splendidly prompt 
direction from Chief Lindsay, sous t the fire 
from the four sides, on Twelfth, irteenth, 
Locust and st. Charles streets respectively. 
The water-tower apparatus was stationed on 
St. Charles street, midway in the block bDe- 
tween Twelfth and Thirteenth, and its stream 
played into the sixth floor, about kt the 
spot where the fire originated, and where 
it raged the flercest. The Skinner truck 
stood on thirteenth street near Locust, and 
engines were then placed at the most ad- 
Vantageous points on the four sides of the 
great factory buiidiug. Uuder this disposi- 
tion of the department, by 9:30 o’clock bo 
fire was under control, after its enevitabie 
destruction of the fifth, sixth and seventh 
flaors, and all danger of its spread- 
ing lower was declared at an end. 
This was an admirable result, as the fire 
had spread so quickly that shortly after the 
arrivalof the department the three floors 
were already in fiames, bursting from every 
window, and the destruction of the entire 
bullding seemed inevitable. 

The explanation given by membersof the 
factory tirm for the origin of the fire is that it 
must have been caused by defective electric 
light wires, a number of which entered the 
northwest sixth floor wing of the building, 
itis said. Although the sixth floor is the dip- 


‘| ping ana drying floor it is stated ‘that there is 


no fire ofany description necessary on that 
floor. A number of steam pipes traverse the 
fioor, used for drying tobacco, but it is stated 
that they do not come into contact with 
wood, and that fire originating from 
that cause would Be an impossibility. The 
building is in reality divided into two facto- 


‘| ries, the northern and southern sides being 


under the management of different foremen 
and run as distinct’ factories of the Liggett & 
Myers establishment. Of the total of 1,700 
people employed in the two factories, their 
om react on the respective floors is as fol- 
ows: '

The seventh floor, covering only a portion 
of the building, was devoted exciusively to 
the licorice cooking department of the fac- 
tory, where the Licorice used in the mana- 
facture of plug tobacco was ‘prepared. ‘This 
floor was in charge of Foreman Hoffman. 

The sixth floor, the dipping and drying de- 
partment, wasincharge of Foreman Logan 
and Sub-Foremen Morris Wilbert, Burns, 
Hoffman and Tesson, 

The fifth floor, the tobacco-stock-workin 
department, where the tobacco was store 
and partially prepared, was under direction 
of sub-Foremen Burns and Tesson. 

The fourth floor, the tobacco-stemming de- 
partment, was under charge of toreman 
Stewart, Price and Smith. 

The third floor, knoWn as the ‘‘machine 
lumping room,’’ where the wrappers are put 
on the manufactured tobacco +f girls, was 
under charge of Foreman Bass Eddy and sub- 
Foteman Fietcher, , 

The second floor, the press room, where the 
plug: tobacco is moulded, was under charge 
of Foreman Logan. 

The first floor was devoted to the general 
offices, and the ig es | department. 

For some years past the Liggett & Myers 
factory has had on each floor a force of its 
employes trained to use the fire apparatus 
kept in readiness On egery floor. This corps 
on the sixth and seventh floors worked 
against the fire this morning, it Is stated, but 
without avail, as its spread through the two 
floors was marked by almost incredible swiit- 
ness. On the ground floor a large staff of 
employes, directed by the book-keeper and 
members of the firm, carried out the books 
and papers of the concern, storing them in 
the Exposition -Bullding.

FIVE FAINTING GIRLS. 


THE PANIC IN THE FACTORY AT THE FIRst 
ALARM, 


While the fire lasted the factory girls by 
hundreds stood on the corners outside the 
ropes talking about it and the air was filled 
with excilgmations. When the cry @ fire 
was raised all of the girls rushed pell-mel 
for the steps leading down from the 
and fourth stories, where they 
were, and fell headlong down the 


staircases screaming and frantic with terror. 
In the mad rush, Miss Lizzie Pass, a fore- 
woman, fainted and fell, andas if by conta- 
gion other girls began to stagger as the 
went down. Sarah Carr, Maggie Logan an 
Kitty Kenney fellin swoons before the girls 
got down to the nd floor, but their com- 
panions held them up and carried them out 
with the help of the boys. Miss Pass 
was found to be quite seriously affected 
when the girls got out. She was put intoa 
cad and was sent home. The other three 
girls were revived by the cold air, and stayed 
about the place, watching the fire. 

The wraps and street shoesof the several 
hundred ls were lying in an immense pile 
at noon in the small factory, and the owners 
were crowding about the mass, trying to pick 
out their own. Men, stationed at the doors, 
kept out people who had no business. Many 
of the girls were thinly clad and were shiver- 
ing as they turned over the apparel looking 
for shawls and cloaks. 

Miss Mary Barritt, one ofthe girls em- 
ployed at Liggett & Myers, onthe third floor, 
was overcome by smoke While trying to es- 
cape and almost suffocated. She was carried 
out by other employes, and once in the open 
air revived promptly. 


FEW WIRES WERE CUT. 


THE ELECTRIC COMPANIES THINK THEY FARED 
VERY WELL. 


It was very lucky for the firemen that there 
were so few wires around the factory. Only 
one fire aiarm loop and one electric light 
wire ran into the building, and the telegraph 
and telephone wires have been strung along 
by the company, as it happened, on the 
streets on both sides of thefactory. City 
Electric Light Inspector Andrew J. O’Reilly 
ran over from the City Hall when 


he heard the alarm, and was up on the little 
buiiding next the factory, moving a 
with the firemen, his body glistening with 
ice. Chief Inspector J. D. Cull and Ins tor 
Heeg of the Municipal Electric Co. 
brought five men up to cut the wires, bat 
they had rg! the twoto get out of the way, 
and with J. H. Burke, the Missouri’s inspec- 
tor, they got off in the doorway ofthe Ex- 
position to watch the fire and 
congratulate themselves. ‘‘It’s been the 
luckiest fire for the electric companies we’ve 
ever had,’’ said Inspector Cull, as he stood 
there belted with cutting instruments and 
with his climbers jingling as he moved, ‘‘No 
other big building tn town could have burned 
with so little injury tous.’’ 


POLICE HELP THE FIREMEN. 


THE CROWDS KEPT OUT OF THE WAY BY EX- 
CELLENT ARRANGEMENTS. 


Acting-Chief of Police Reedy and Chief of 
Detectives Vesmond were both in thelr offices 
at the Four Courts, and when they heard the 
fire bells tap out a general alarm they knew 
it meanta big fire. Chief Desmond at once 
sent over all of his detectives who were not on 
special duty to get into the crowds and look 
for thieves and pickpockets. Chief Reedy 


sent word to the prosecuting officers of the 
minor criminal courts to continue all 
the cases in which policemen had to appear 
as witnesses. Then he directed Police Capts. 
Joyce of the Third and Young of the 
Central to take all the men they could spare 
and gotothe fire. He himself, accompanied 
by the chief’s secretary, Fred A. Lucas, went 
over alittle while afterwards. Ten minutes 
afterwards Chief Reedy had the eighty 
police officers so distributed that 
the throng was kept away entirely 
from the fire and the firemen had 
tne fullest freedom from the interference 
that commonly causesso much trouble and 
confusion. Ropes were stretched around the 
burning building at Thirteenth and Locust, 
Thirteenth and St. Charles, Twelfth and 
Locust and Twelfth and 8t. Charles. Nobody 
but firemen, policemen, insurance men with 
their badges and reporters got within these 
lines. Capt. Young and his men paraded the 
southern line and Capt. Joyce and his officers 
the northern part. Capt. Stevens, with his 
corps of Exposition police, had charge of the 
western line and gave help to the city police 
when it was needed now and then.

ODD FELLOWS AND CATHOLICISM, 


Father Phelan Maintains That the Ban 
Has Been Removed. 


Archbishop Katzer of the arch-dlocese of 
Milwaukee has publicly denied the statement 
of Father D. 8. Phelan in the Western Watch- 
man, that the Archbishops at their last meet- 
ing in St. Louis decided to admit Odd Fellows 
to the sacraments of the Catholic Church. 


Archbishop Katzeris reported by the tele- 
graph as saying: 

‘*lemphatically deny that the Secretary’s 
report of the archbishops’ meeting contains 
any decision or resolution such as the Western 
Watckman Claims. Ialso deny in the strong- 
est terms and in every particular the truth of 
what was said by the /iVestern Watchmen about 
a certain open letter regarding the Odd Fel- 
lows and the alleged answer of oneof the 
archbishops, If that straight paper is at all 
anxious to know what was actually decided 
and to give true and reliable information to 
lis readers, let the editor appiy to Rev. 
Joseph F. Busch of St. Paul for that portion 
of the official report of the archbishops 
meeting which has reference to ‘forbidden 
societies,’ ’’ 

Father Phelan answers this statement of 
the Archbishop in an editorial paragraph 
which he wrote to-day for the Western Watch- 
man. Thereply follows: 

We have no controversy with Archbishop Katzer. 
Upon an issue of fact we would not dispute with his 
Grace of Milwaukee or any one else. What we 
stated in this paper was communicated tous by one 
ofthe Archbishops who attended the meeting in 
th city in DVeeember last. The information 
was given us because it wes a matter of public im- 
portance, especiaHy so to priests in care of souls. 
Not as an item of news, but as a piece of information 
which our hundreds of clerical readers would be 
giad to receive, we blished the decision 
of the Archbishop. Archbishop Katzer 
says the decision is not to be found 
in the report of the Archbishops’ meeting. Wede 
not understand his Grace. Does he mean the 
minutes of the meeting? Ifso they will be read ana 
posers corrected at the next meeting. We do not 
think that the Archbishops make any report official 
or otherwise. But there is ¢9 use 
wasting words. Will t AYchbishop 
of Miltwankee deny over his own name that 4 reso- 
lution was offered at the meeting in December to 
admit Odd Fellows to the sacraments and was 
adopted? If he does we shall be most happy to pub- 
lish the denial and acknowledge that we were mis- 
informed. His Grace will not have todeny ‘‘em- 
phatically’’ because the Catholics of this country will 
accept the word of an Archbishop plainly spoken 
and certainiy none more readily than we. 

Father Phelan refused to be tnterviewed on 
the matter. ‘‘AllIlnavetosay on the sub- 
ject isin the article,’’ said he.

His Divorce Pronounced Worthless Bp. 
cause, It Is Claimed by the Court, Is 
Was Obtaindad by Fraud—Two

Seven-Up Jim Shot—Police Nows. 


Gardner W. Green was held for the Granq. 
jury by Judge Claiborne in the sum of $1,009 
this morning to answer to achargeof bigamy, 
John I Martin, who represented the prosecy. 
tion, claimed that Green had four wives hiy. 
ing and that he had been divorced from none 
ofthem, and Green admitted that he hag 
been married four times, but claimed that he 
had never been guilty of bigamy. Two of his 
wives were in court and testified. The first 
one said that she married Green in New Car. 
lisle, O., in 1882 and lived with him until 1965, 
when he left her but that he continued to cor. 
respond with her another year. 

Cross-examined by Heber W. Adams, she 
admitted that she was a divorced woman 
when she married Green, and also thatin 
1886 she wrote to him that she would not come 
to him and live with bim again unless he pro. 
vided her with a house and supported her. 

Mrs. Elizabeth M. Green, wife No. 4, then 
took the stand and testified that she marrieq 
the defendant Jan. 29, 1890, at Normandy, st. 
Louts County, Mo. They lived together q 
year and two months, when he left her. They 
were then living in this city. 

Cross-examined, witness said that when 
she married Green she supposed that he had 
been married bot once and that he was 
aivorced from his other wife. He had told 
her that he had been married to two other 
women, but she didn’t believe it. she 
thought he had just been living with those 
other women, as he had been living with 
a woman in St. Louis just before she (the 
Witness) marriod him. He seemed to be un. 
certain whether his last wife was dead or not 
oo so she obtained a dispensation to marry 

m, 

Gardner W. Green, the defendant, then 
took the stand. He admitted having been 
married to his Ottio wife, but claimed that he 
Was divorced from her at the time he 
married the last witness af Normandy. The 
decree of aivorce was granted himin 1888 at 
Carroliton, lll., where he was living at the 
time. Cross-examined, Green admitted that 
he bad kept up a correspondence with his 
Obl!o wife for some time after he left her, in 
fact up to 1886, and that when te 
last wrote to her sbe was iiving 
at Carlisie. He never notified bis wile 
of his petition for divorce, except by publi. 
cation in the rege Fog aget She had refused 
to live with him, and he oDtained a divorce 
from her on the ground of desertion. 

Mr. Adams, his attorney, here offered !n 

evidence a certified omy of the decree of 
divorce. The Ju _ read the 
decree and then ecided that it 
was fraudulently obtained, as Green 
did not send a copy of the publication of his 
divorce petition to New Carlisle, O., where 
he must have known his wife was still living. 
His divorce was, therefore, fraudulently ob- 
tained, the Judge thought, and tn marrying 
Miss Joyce of Normandy he committed bDlz- 
amy. He would hold the prisoner in the sum 
of $1,000 for the Gnand-jury. 
Mr. Adams denounced the decision as out- 
rageous, claiming that Judge Claiborne had 
no right to question the action of the Illinois 
court In granting Green a divorce.

. GREGGAINS’ VISIT 


The California Middle-Weight Spends a 
Day in St. Louis. 


HE THINKS SULLIVAN OUTCLASSES ALL 
THE OTHER FIGHTERS. 


A High Opinion of Joe and Jack McAulifte 


—Fitzsimmons Should Not Fight Heavy- 


Weights—Choynski Invincible at His 
Weight—Base Ball, Racing and Sport- 
ing News of All Kinds. 


Alex. Greggains, the California middle- 
weight, passed through the city yesterday on 
his way home from New Orleans, where he 
acted as one of Bob Fitzsimmons’ seconds in 
the recent battle between the latter and 
Peter Maher. Greggains says that he and Joe 
Choynski, the California heavyweight, were 
to have encountered Charley Mitchell and 
Frank Siavin respectively at New Orleans. 
The latter pair, however, refused to box 
them, giving as a reason that they did not 
come down to fight, but merely to 
give an exhibition. Neither Greggains nor 
Choynski, when they received the Olympic 
Club’s offer, knew that they were to 
encounter Mitchell and his partner untll 
their arrivalin New Orleans. Greggains said 
yesterday that nothing would have been 
more agreeable to him than to have met 
Mitchell. ‘*I have nothing to lose lif he bested 
me,’’ said he, ‘‘and just think what a stand- 
ing would have been assured me if I suc- 
ceeded in making a good showing with him. 
I was confident of doingthe latter at least, 


and felt assured I would not be Enocked out 


in six rounds. Before I left New Or'ieans I 
agreed to fight Jack O’Brien, the middie- 
weight champion of Wales, who was to have 
encountered Ted Pritchard. When the fact 
became known in New Orleans that the fight 
between the two was off, the Olympic Club 
people secured my consentto meet O’Brien 
and I believe Fitzsimmons 4&greed to fight 
Pritchard. I delayed my departure for home 
a week, expecting an answer toa cablegram 
the Olympic people sent across the water ask- 
ing for O’Brien’s terms. So far, however, he 
has notreplied. BeforelI leftit was under- 
stood between myself and the Olympic 
authorities that they would arrange a con- 
test for me with O’Brien or some other good 
man next fall. 

I expect to secure a fight without much trou- 
bie as soon as I arrive home.’’ 

HIS OPINION OF FITZ. 

Speaking of the Fitzsimmons- Maher battle, 
Greggains denied the story that the former 
wanted to quit after the first round. 

**You can rely on it that Fitzis no quitter,’’ 
he said, ‘‘but I do think he is making a mis- 
take by going outof his class. He has no 
license to go against the big heavy-weights. 
We will have a gcod fight out home shortly 
between. Joe McAuliffe and Joe Goddard. 
Both of these men are rushers and hammer- 
and-tongs hitters from the start, 
so that A regular slugging match 
will without a doubt take piace. 
McAuliffe, I think, is} a greatly wundér- 
estimated man. I belleve he can about hold 
his own with any ofthe big ones outside of 
Sullivan. Joe’s fight with Jackson was a 
long and nard battle. Peter is slightly the 
better man; still Joe can give hima good 
fight, and what is more, stands ready to do 
it. His encounter with Slavin can hardly be 
seriously considered. It was a case ofa 
chance blow. which, as every fighter knows, 
is likely to finish the best of them, Sullivan 
not excepted. 

‘*Iif McAuliffe finishes Goddard he will be as 
biga manaseverand will surely challenge 
the winner of the Slavin.Jackson contest. 
Goddard, from what I have heard, is a regu- 
lar terror. Choynski, who has met him 
twice, says he isa terrific fighter and starts 
out in regular Sullivan style tofinish his man 
from the start. Choynski regards him as the 
most formidable heavy-weightin the world, 
outside of the champion, of course.’’

‘*Slavin,’’ said he, ‘‘would stand about
